CH1( \C,0 ( \P i _ A United 
Air Lines jet airliner with 30 
aboard plunged into Lake Michi­ 
gan Monday night and the first 
of the victims' bodies were re­ 
ported lighted today. 
The plane bound from New 
York to Chicago disappeared in 
a blinding flash and a roar of 
explosion northeast of Chicago.

James Seymour, a radio oper­ 
ator at Crystal Lake, 111, re­ 
ported intercepting a message 
from 
he Coast Guard Cutter 
Woodbine that four bodies had 
been recovered 
Earlier the cutter reported 
sighting debris and some lug­ 
gage. The Woodbine is one of 
several vessels searching for 
possible survivors among the 24 
passengers and crew of 6. 
i 
The Boeing 727 three engine 
i je* presumably crashed into the 
lake, killing the 30 aboard. 
The spokesman said the Coast 
Guard reported that they .spotted 
the debris and luggage about 15 
mile' in the lake off Waukegan, 
111., about 45 miles north ol Chi­ 
cago. The Woodbine, stationed at 
Grand Haven. Mich., was one of 
several boats making a search. 
Thunderstorms broke out dur­ 
ing the early morning along the 
north shore of Lake Michigan, 
hampering the search. 
It had passed a weak weather 
front successfully and was in 
almost calm atmosphere with 
good visibility when the blast 
wiped it otl the airport radar 
screen. 
One ot those aboard was Clar­ 
ence L. (Clancy) Sayen, a Seat­ 
tle.

Civil Wrong At Its Worst 


Losses from the savage rioting in Los 
Angeles and other California cities, will 
be m easured for now in term s of dollars 
and hum an lives but they will run m uch 
deeper. 
For in one insane, bloodv stroke, the 
N egro rioters who spread death and de­ 
struction through the W atts area ghetto 
rn d beyond have dealt a crippling blow 
to the civil rights m ovem ent which seeks 
to give the entire Negro race a position of 
equality in society. 


It is not in any sense a civil rights 
dem onstration. It is a dem onstration of 
civil w rong at its w orst and responsible 
N egro and white civil rights leaders con­ 
dem n it for what it is. 


THIS DESPICABLE savagery—m urder, 
arson, m ayhem and looting—com e ironi­ 
cally a t a tim e when the federal govern­ 
m ent had launched its m ost 
am bitious 
civil rights program of the year to rem edy 
the evils of voter discrim ination. 
The m adness erupted at a tim e when 
the w ar on poverty w as attem pting to 
m ake inroads on the abject conditions 
which helped 
spawn 
the 
Los 
Angeles 
rioting. 


Negroes have proved tim e after tim e 
tn eir ability to dem onstrate peacefully for 
civil rights. They proved it in m ajor cities 
th-ouehout the South and thev proved it 
m ost graphically in the huge, incident- 
free m arch on W ashington in the sum m er 
of 1963 


Yet 
the 
m ass 
dem onstrations 
which 
undoubtedly won converts by the thou­ 


sands to the civil rights m ovem ent have 
bten overshadow ed by this one brutal, 
senseless and outrageous display of crim ­ 
inality. 
It has given the red - necked, slack- 
jaw ed race baiter in the South a chance 
to sneer at his m ore tolerant N orthern 
reighbors and say. “ I told you so.” 
1* has given em ployers, 
real 
estate 
agents and m onev-lenders an excuse for 
continued skepticism . 


If has given the C om m unists another 
pace for their oronaganda pitch against 
the W estern capitalist societv which, while 
pouring dollars and m en Into Viet N am , 
has let law and order fall ap art at the 
seom « b a rk hom e. 
And it has underscored the enorm ity of 
the problem inherent in the civil rights 
m ovem ent Not just the problem of e ras­ 
ing deen-seated prejudice which helped 
create the W atts ara of the nation, hut 
of dealing with the frustrations and indif­ 
ference 
to 
responsibility 
which 
m akes 
those areas explode in violence. 


TH F RIOTING that eruoted 
in 
T,os 
Angeles. Chicago and Sorinefield. M ass., 
r r d which has spread in Southern C ali­ 
fornia. m ust he dealt with firm ly and 
sw iftly by the law. 
White it should not serve as an iodir’- 
mont of the N egro race, a m ajority of 


which earnestly seeks and deserves equal 
rights, 
it 
has. 
unauestionablv. 
put 
a 
greater burden on that race to prove it 
can carrv those rights with 
etjual 
re­ 
sponsibility. 


New War for Legionnaires 


Although the Johnson dm inistration op­ 
poses it, a bill pending in Congress to es­ 
tablish a “ Cold War GI Bill’’ m ay soon 
have the full backing of the politically 
potent Am erican Legion 


The bill which passed the Senate by a 
lopsided 69-17 last m onth, would offer re ­ 


adjustm ent 
benefits 
to 
veterans who 
served betw een Jan 
31, 1955, and July 
1. 1967. 


The Legion has taken no stand on the 
bill to date because it doesn’t affect cur­ 
rent Legionnaires. The Legion’s ch arter 
from Congress now cuts off m em bership 
eligibility as of July 1953 when the shoot­ 
ing stopped in Korea 


This is the significance of resolutions 
scheduled to come before the Legion at 
its 47th annual convention beginning F ri­ 


day at Portland. Ore The resolutions will 
seek to adm it to m em bership servicem en 
on ac’ive dutv anyw here in the world 
on and after Sent. 18. 1964

They passed a fair housing bill, know­ 
ing the division of sentim ent back hom e 
would m ean some explaining no m atter 
how they voted. 


They passed a bill to overhaul the state’s 
com plex w elfare structure In an effort to 
correct a problem that had been ignored 
routinely for V) years, even though it 
m* ant for most a vote to impost a fi­ 
nancial burden on their own com m unities. 


These are only a few exam ples am ong 
m anv which serve to underline one point: 
W hether you agreed with their decisions 
cr not. the law m akers can be applauded 
for their willingness to take a stand on 
atmost everything that cam e along, no 
m atter how inflam m atory. 


NOT ALL the credit belongs to the leg­ 
islators P art of the productivity was cir­ 
cum stantial There was no adm inistrat'on 
r.-o^ram to grab priority billing and the 
l< ''i«>la*ure had m ore tim e to deal with 
both controversial and routine m atters. 
'-id e from the 4 c t that it ate un far 
too m uch tim e and was blown off course 
by political bickering, the 106th turned in 
a creditable perform ance that was m arked 
by m ore than occasional flashes of cour­ 
age and conscience.

CARACAS, VENEZUELA: 
Some of the tough m en who

stooges.” 
T hat’s 
what 
F i d el C astro 
c a l l s 
them . 
They grin be­ 
cause 
they’ve 
f o u g h t F as­ 
cists 
b e f ore 
and they know they've gotten 
under the skin of the Cuban 
dictator. 
The Venezuelans with m e that 
m orning are C astro’s toughest 
enem ies and have slowly been 
strangling his economy with an 
ever-tightening 
boycott of the 
m erchant m arines of those na­ 
tions which perm it their freight­ 
e rs to service the Com m unist 
island nation. 
W hat has angered C astro is a 
rep o rt by his own intelligence 
system that 
the 
energetically 
anti - C om m unist labor m ove­ 
m ent 
of 
Venezuela 
plans 
to 
tighten its boycott of Cuba this 
fall. T hat rep o rt is true. 


THE VENEZUELAN boycott 
chief, port w orkers leader M ar­ 
tin C orrea, 
tall, 
black-haired, 
w arm to his friends, steel cold 
to his enem ies, told m e that 


his union has called a special 
continent*ide w aterfront lead­ 
e rs' conference here for mid- 
Septem ber. 
Such leaders, coming in from 
all Latin A m erican ports, can 
close thousands of piers to the 
ships of any nation or com pany 
which perm its even one of its 
vessels to bring even a pound of 
cargo to Castro. 
Alone. Venezuela’s port work­ 
ers could do little but run a 
psychological 
w ar 
of 
nerves 
against the suppliers of Cuba s 
creaking economy. 
Such a boycott, which began 
in Aug, 1964, m eans loss of work 
for the longshorem en here and 
a heavy toll in wages 
By re­ 
fusing to load or unload ships 
of nations which deal with Cas­ 
tro. 
the 
dockw allopers 
along 
V enezuela’s 
C aribbean c o a s t 
have lost over a million dollars 
in pay. 


THEY ARE WILLING to con­ 
tinue the sacrifice. There is no 
doubt of their belief in victory— 
the ultim ate strangling of Cuba. 
“ The 
boycott 
against coun­ 
tries doing business with C uba,” 
C orrea said with no m elodra­ 
m atic prance or stance, “ will 
continue until France. England, 
Canada and Ja p a n stop their 
econom ic 
dealing 
with 
Fidel 
C astro.” 
To bolster their operations the 
Venezuelan longshorem en have 
set 
up 
a 
national and inter­ 
national intelligence s y s t e m . 


Each port here has a special 
boycott agent. He knows w hat 
com es in and out of the country 
and on what ship and to what 
port all sections of the cargo 
are destined 
He 
also 
knows 
w hether the vessels of one coun­ 
try 
are 
acting 
for 
another 
which m ade the original deal 
with Castro. 
Thus w h e n Canada 
began 
chartering Norwegian craft to 
carry wheat and heavy equip­ 
m ent to Cuba. Senor Correa and 
his colleagues in the Venezue­ 
lan Confederation of Labor went 
to the Norwegian am bassador 
and w arned him that the long- 
s h o r e m e n 
would 
retaliate 
against all his nation's ships. 


TH ESE LABOR leaders 
are 
not Don Quixotes, They realize 
their w eakness as well as their 
strength. So they have 
taken 
their anti-Com munist crusade to 
the Inter-A m erican Regional Or­ 
ganization of W orkers (ORIT). 
This includes Central Am erica, 
M exico and the U.S. labor move­ 
m ents. 
E arly this year ORIT also de­ 
clared w a r on C astro’s sup­ 
pliers and hacked up the sea 
blockade by creating a three- 
m an high com m and. This com­ 
m ittee consists of the continent- 
hopping Andy M cLellan of the 
AFL-CIO, M artin C orrea and a 
M exican labor official. They’ve 
just had a w ar council in M iami 
and a re pledging support to the 
com ing all-Latin port w orkers’ 


conference in Septem ber. 
That p a r l e y could 
m ake 
world history. It could decide 
that no w aterfront worker will 
load or unload any cargo from 
any ship of any nation perm it­ 
ting dealings with Castro, Thus 
the 
w o r l d m aritim e powers 
would have to choose between 
doing business with all 
Latin 
and Central Am erica or trading 
with Com munist Cuba. 


TH E 
VENEZUELANS, 
says 
my friend M artin Correa, will 
take nothing less. And this stand 
is not m erely retaliation against 
the bombings and killings of po­ 
lice here. The position is 
an 
anti-totalitanan one. It is taken 
in loathing for Com munism . 
It’s the exhibition to the non­ 
chalant world that 
there 
are 
those who will continue to fight 
against C astro’s killing and jail­ 
ing of dem ocratic forces inside 
Cuba, including the labor men 
now being tortured 
in 
Cuban 
prisons. 
The Venezuelan labor chiefs 
never perm it C astro to forget 
their hatred of him . At every 
labor congress here there are 
Cuban exiles. At the last con­ 
vention several hundred Cuban- 
born women, dressed in black, 
carrying a huge 
Cuban 
flag, 
w ere given positions of honor 
in the hall. 
Small wonder they’ve gotten 
under C astro's skin. He’s begin­ 
ning to get that constricted feel­ 
ing around the throat.

This certainly is a tragic era 


in A m erican History Will it be 


like the w orrisom e era of “ re­ 
construction" which followed the 
w a r betw een 
the States? 
At least 21 
persons w e re 
killed in t h e 
last few days 
in Los 
Ange­ 
les, and m ore 
than 700 were 
injured in the 
riots 
t h e r e . 
DavM i.awrrnr* 
The estim ated 
dam age 
to 
private 
property 
exceeds $175 
million. 
Serious 
riots also are occurring in other 
big cities like Chicago, and loot­ 
ing has been a sequel to alm ost 
all the disturbances. With 10,- 
000 troops of the California N a­ 
tional G uard called out. and N a­ 
tional G uardsm en on duty also 
in Chicago, in an effort by the 
sta te s to assist the local pqlice, 
sem blance to the m ilitary rule 
which was directed against the 
South a century ago but which 
this tim e affects all sections of 
the country. 
The causes of all these out­ 
b u rsts cannot be oversim plified 
as attributable m erely to race 
consciousness or to the effects 
of discrim ination. 


TH E TROUBLE goes deeper. 
It h as to do with the im pulses 
to crim e that grow out of idle­ 
ness, unem ploym ent and listen­ 
ing to those im passioned speak­ 
ers 
a n d 
dem onstrators who 
preach “ non-violence” but them ­ 
selves practice what am ounts to 
an incitem ent to violence. 
This is not the whole story. 
The truth is A m erican cities a re 
becom ing m ore and m ore con­ 
gested as population grows by 
leaps and bounds. A m erica has 
not really come to grips as yet 
with the problem s growing out 
of 
c o n s t a n t unem ploym ent 
am ong the unskilled and unedu­ 
cated m asses. It happens that 
m ost of those persons engaged 
in the riots of the last few days 
a s well as other disorders in 
rece n t m onths a re Negroes—but 
the crim e w ave in the United 
S tates is not lim ited to inter- 
ra cial conflict. Even in the na­ 
tional capital, w here the N egro 
population is in the majority,

the attacks on N egroes by Ne­ 
groes are increasing in num ber. 
So the answ er doesn’t lie in 
m ore oratory on the subject of 
civil rights. What is needed is 
m ore knowledge about the im ­ 
portance of obeying local ordin­ 


ances and the law s that are de­ 
signed to preserve order. This 
is w here the Negro leaders could 
becom e m ore active. 


IN TH E LAST few days, for 
instance, m any of the better- 
educated and the sensible lead­ 
ers am ong the 
N egro 
groups 
have tried desperately in Los 
Angeles, 
Chicago 
and 
else­ 
w here to persuade the m obs to 
disperse. They have not been 
too effective for, once a m atch 
lights the fires of race hatred 
over 
any 
episode, 
how ever 
trivial, it is hard to extinguish 
the 
flam es that 
spread 
so 
rapidly. 


M aybe the recent outbreaks in 
the big cities w ere inevitable, 
but the effects of w hat m any 
N egro leaders said when they 
preached civil disobedience can­ 
not be 
ignored. 
M any 
white 
clergym en, 
too—befuddled 
by 
their desire and instinct to be 
helpful, yet really unaw are of, 
if not untutored in, the funda­ 
m ental of law —have kept 
on 
arguing that it is m orally right 
to disobey what an individual 
m ay decide for him self is an 
"u n ju st” law. These clergym en 
have unw ittingly been advocat­ 
ing 
rebellion 
and 
revolution. 
They rationalize this by saying 
it’s 
som ething 
that our 
fore­ 
fathers did at the Boston T ea 
P a rty or that the scrip tu res re ­ 
corded in ancient tim es. 


IT’S ON E THING to engage 
in revolution against a ty ran n i­ 
cal regim e, and it is quite an­ 
other to disobey law s and w rit­ 
ten ordinances which any citi­ 
zen. joined by his fellow citi­ 
zens. can seek in proper w ays 
to m odify or repeal under a con­ 
stitutional system . 


R edress is available, and it 
can be obtained through legal 
processes ra th e r than by force. 
As long as pickets can engage 
in violent dem onstrations at the 
White House or at the N ational 
Capitol or in m unicipal build­ 
ings and yet not m eet with em ­ 
phatic And 
vehem ent 
reproof 


from the Negro leaders them ­ 
selves, such exam ples indicate 
to less-educated 
persons 
that 
m ob action is perm issible ana 
justified. They 
easily 
becom e 
tools of extrem ists, who a re of­ 
ten educated persons and should 
know better. Gov. 
Brown 
of 
California says the riots were 
actually instigated by “ organ­ 
ized g an g s.” 


TH E RESPONSIBILITY now 
re sts with the 
President 
and 
the C ongress and the governors 
of the states, as well as m ayors 
of all cities, 
to 
m ake 
clear 


again and again to the people 
who do not 
understand 
such 
things that the right to “dem on­ 
strate' does not m ean there is 
a license to create disorder or 
to stim ulate the crim inal ele­ 
m ents who loot stores, set fires 
and attack innocent bystanders.
